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‘and our Allies the Dutch have exchan- 

ged Opinions with each other upon one 

Point of great Importance’: It is well 
known, That at the time We in England were 
worked upinto that fanguine Temper, by the 
Arts and Indufry of the then Minifiry, of de- 
claring againft Peace without the entire Retti- 
tution of the whole Spani{h Monarchy; thé’ Dutch 
laughed atthe Scheme as Chimerical; and de- 
clared the! Proje€tors of it could have no other 
View, but fo obftruét a Peace. It was the 
Intereft of fSme Petfons then at the Helm 
here, to, parte the War at any rate, for the 
better Hftablithment of that Sovereign Power 
they hadlately erected 5; the D+—¢h were 
hired to come into thefe: Meafures by the ex- 
ceflive ‘Difproportion of ‘our Charge, and at 
the Pride Of our Barrier-Treaty, wherein the 
Trade. of thefe Kingdoms, and the. Honour 
of the Briri(y Name, were at once facrificed. 
Tis vilible, However, they ftill continued in 
the fame; Opinion, that it was inmrpraCicable 
to recover Spain; for they ftruck-out ‘that Ar- 
ticle, when it was ttanfmitted to them from 
England ia the CountersProje@, and never fent 
their Quota»either to Cataloma or Portugal ; 
leaving n¥_to, purfue, at a bloody ruinous Ex- 
ence, that Ignis Fatuus that danced before us, 
they prudently applied themfelves and theit 
Strength, to’ add every Year to their own

But new that We have tried, and found 
this Defigti wholly impracticable; now that 
the Qiw—-n and M-——ry, and the wifeft as 
well as the greateft part of the Kingdom, are 
of thé fame’ Sentiments; truly the D——ch 
have: fownd’ out, that nothing'is fo eafy, or 
% neéceffat'y, as to recover the Spanifh Domi- 
ions, aiid We fhall fee at the bottom that thi 
is no impolitick Opinion; for, our endeavour- 
ing- at that: Impoffibility: was of infinite ‘Ad- 
Vantage ito them; the great Diverfion we gave 
the French’ Troops in Spain, made ‘the Way 
pees for, the reft-of our Forces to Conquer 
the. Nesheriands for Them: So. that:one may 
juftly compare the. Alties to a Set of fabrlé 
Chiy mifts, acetate ‘fome crédulots wealthy 
Pérfoh to purfue his Search after: the Philofo- 
phet’s Stone’; they know the End their Patron 
propofes is never to be arrived at , but by the 
way; many ufeful Difcoveri¢s may be madé; 
Which: they are wife enough to keep to them- 
feives 5. -whilft the hone hater eg,, PesieA he 
led on by vain Hopes, and the Artifices of fuch 
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inceflantly at the Bellows, melts avway:all his 
Fortune in a Crucible, and becomes the Jett 
aud Scorn of the whole World, mnay A 
Yet upon a good Oceafion, perhaps. for 
fomething as beneficial as the Barvier-Treaty, 
Itas to be hoped, the D—ch might be brought 
to recede even. from this new and :favouriee 
Opinion,,fince;it is too'notorious tobe denied 
that, even, while the Negotiations £0 : much 
clamoured againft have been on font, that if 
Her M——y-would- have® confented: that the

A Us > i 
We have all forts of Examples, let the Point 
contended for be: of what Nature, foever,:of 
the Implacablenefs of Rivals ;*but mone’ ftron4 
ger, than what, during théprefent Negotiati- 
ons, mdy be brought from the Condu&: of sihie 
D—ch:° All that has been done tio.,.oblige 
them for ‘above thefe twenty Yeats” paft: by 
the good-natur’d Englifh, has not been able td 
make them forget their former’ Séatiments 
againft Britain, their old Rival in Trade; ths 
hath caufed them to take fuch defpetate Rea 
folutions;; this hath occafioned fuch!' Divifioss 
amongft the Allies,' that they have judged it 
more eligible to run the rifque of letting H-anve 
get tao much, than England to gaimany things 
By theitt Behaviour they have forcéd-oftir Nat 
tion to fkew their ‘Weaknefs and Inability ste 
fupportiany ‘longer ithe’ Burden of) the’ Wat. 
Had the ;:D.1—=ch come in at fir into. Het 
M—~y’s Meafares, this Difinion four Ailiés 
had never dppeated; this Nak@defs_ofi this 
Englifh: Affairs, which could nothave Been tots 
cattioufly concealed; had not beeneXpofedain 
view ; We had entered as on¢ Man ipto t 


whom Tie efteems his greateft Friends, puffs Congrefs, ito treat with the Enemy: an 
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France, who has agreed to the Q——n’s De- 
mands, under all thefe Circumftances, fo dif- 
advantageous to Us, and fo promifing to Them, 
it may reafonably be fuppofed, might have 
been brought to offer more, if they had not 
found that Her Ma——y, by fome of Her 
Allies, was envied the Glory of beiag at the 
Head of the Treaty. 

[t is impoffible to account for the Conduct 
of the D——ch, during the whole Courfe of 
the Negotiation, upon any Principle but this: 
It is certain, and there is no Whig dare deny 
it, that the whole Difpute for many Months 
paft in Holand, hath been concerning the 
Advantages that the D——ch knew were to 
accrae to Britain by the Treaty, which they 
have traverfed to the utmoft of their Power ,; 
fo that what our Enemies have yielded with- 
out Controverfy, our Allies, and their Abet- 
tors at home, are ftill ftruggling to deprive 
us of: ‘A Return, no way proportioned to the 
Experice We have been at to preferve Them. 

The D.—ch were inftruéted by their Whig- 
gifh Friends here, to make ufe of this Dilem- 
ma: They were taught their Leffon, and were 
told, that at worft, if they fhould not be able 
to wreft the Negotiations out of the Q——’s 
Hands, her native Goodnefs, and the general 
Inclinations of her People, would prompt her 
to take Care of the Interefts of the States, both 
with Refpe& eo their Barrier, and their 
Trade: And if they were able to wreft it 
out of her Hands, the Ball was at their Foot, 
they had/ what they defired ; France would fee, 
that it was by Afolland only they could hope 
te attain a General Peace; the D—ch would 
be at the Head of the next Treaty themfelves, 
when they would be fure to take as little 
Care of the Interefts of Britain, and as much 
of their own, as they did in former Treaties, 

Upon this’ noble Scheme, at the fame time 
as they have been working up Sedition here, 
and by all Artifices poffible obftructing the 
Peace abroad, they have been ftill tamperin 
with France, in order to break this Treaty off, 
that they migtt put themfelves at the Head 
of anew One. Sevéral undeniable Inftances of 
this kind might be mentioned ; let it fuffice to 
take notice of what their old Treaty-Jobber, 
Monfieur Peta=m hath lately boafted of, That 
he had made Overtures to the French of this 
fort , and that they had been well received ; 
Therefore, the prefent Difpute between Eng- 
land and Holland, is not whether a General 
Peace fhall be made or no; nor whether Spain
